SISTER SUSAN visited her parents in San Diego 


last month, where they are parishioners at St. Mary 
Magdalene Church. She named Msgr. Daniel 
O’ Donoghue, former pastor, and Father Thomas F. 
Byrne, his assistant at the time, as influencing her 
decision to become a Religious; Mrs. Carl Peters, a 
former CCD teacher at St. Mary Magdalene, was 
also “‘instrumental in helping me in the vocation 
decision,’’ she said. - 


“‘I made my final profession at my home parish, 
the first member of my congregation to be professed 
in a place other than the Motherhouse,’’ she said. 
“Monsignor (William) Bolger officiated. It was a 
wonderful experience for all my family.’’ 


Sister Susan chose the Religious life when she was 
17, but it was not a sudden decision. ‘‘The question 
for me was how I could be the person God wanted 
me to be, how I could be the best Christian,’’ she 
said. .

Imperial Valley gets 5-year plan

SANTEE — A five-year plan for evangelization 
and the future of the Roman Catholic Church in the 
Imperial Valley took shape on dozens of five-by- 
seven-inch index cards taped t to the walls of a confer- 
ence center here. 


Joining Father Mark A. Medaer, pastor of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church in Calexico and vicar 
forane (dean) of the El Centro Deanery, for the 
three-day meeting Sept. 15-17, were the priests, 
Sisters, and lay leadership of the Church in the 
Imperial Valley. 


UNDER the direction of Pali 1 Daniel Dilla- 
bough, secretary to Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
diocesan director of vocations, the deanery council 
met to define its identity as a ‘‘community of 
parishes united with the bishop of San Diego in 
communion .with the Universal os under the 
bishop of Rome’’ and its mission to ‘‘call people 
through Sacred Scripture and Tradition to witness 
to the mystery of the life, death and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ.’’ 


But it is to the future that the deanery council is 
looking, so that as they ‘‘prepare for His coming in 
glory,’’ the parishes of the Imperial Valley will, 
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Sister Susan Snyder, OP 


Dominic, was a’strong influence upon her, and she 
finally chose the Dominicans because of their 
‘tradition. and long history in the Church.’’ 


WHETHER BY CHANCE or by providence, 


Sister Susan became a postulant—‘‘a year of. 
learning, praying and deciding’’— and_ spent 
another two years — ‘‘a more intense experience’’ of 
prayer and discernment—at the Dominican 


Motherhouse in Kenosha, the town where she was 
born. 


After her final profession of vows, Sister Susan 
began maternity work in the local hospital her order 
runs, the very same hospital in which she was born. 
Dominicans only formally vow obedience — ‘‘to the 
Church, to God, to the constitutions of the order and 
to the major superior’’ —but the other two evangel- 
ical counsels (poverty and chastity) are ‘‘both 
implied and understood in the vow of obedience,”’ 
she said. 


As prioress general of her congregation, Sistér 
Susan. says she is ‘‘first. among equals,’’ and 
although she does have the final say, the ‘‘demands

through word and sacrament, ‘‘evangelize their 
people in a loving Christian environment through 
education, especially in Catholic Tradition, social 
action, justice, and good sa¢ramental and liturgical 
celebrations.’’ 

Under Father Dillabough’s guidance, the deanery 
council members discussed their expectations for the 
future and the barriers — human, financial, a lack 
of other resources — which stand in their way. With 
that information, they defined, edited, and _ re- 
defined attainable goals through 1986, and began to 
discuss ways to implement those goals within the 
next year. 


' “THIS SAME process is functioning in a number 
of dioceses, and we-use it in the seminary to nail 
down specific targets and goals,’’ said Father Dilla- 
bough. ‘‘It’s easy for people to articulate what has to 
be done, but this calls them to accountability and 
forces specificity and immediate action.’’ 


Why did the clergy, Sisters, and laity of the 
Imperial Valley draw up what amounts to a master 
five-year plan for their deanery council? What 
prompted them to commit their time and resources 
to an overhaul of virtually everything the Church 
does, and to set out into uncharted areas as well? 


And why an intense program to evangelize all’ 


Catholics in the Valley from birth to death and to 
reach out to the entire community with a broad 
range of ministries and related social programs?

LEADS SENATE — Mercy Sister 
Doris Gottemoeller of Cineim 
offered the opening prayer of t 
Senate Sept. 24 and asked the 
members ‘‘always cherish the ea?

NEW TABLOID — A new 
Catholic newspaper, Catholic New

CHURCH LOANS — The 
Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Clergy has allowed U.S. bishops or 
religious superiors to begin 
transferring Church property or 
taking out loans up to $1 million 
without prior permission from the 
Holy See. The new limit will ease 
paper work for religious superiors and 
bishops, who are usually responsible 
under Church law for selling Church 
property or incurring Church debts. 


SYNOD’S THEME — Pope John 
Paul II has chosen ‘‘Reconciliation 
and Penance in the Mission of the 
Church’”’ as the theme for the 1983 
world Synod of Bishops. Archbishop 
Jozef Tomko, general secretary of the 
Synod of Bishops, said the pope chose 
the theme ‘‘after a vast consultation 
with the entire Church.’’ The theme 
of penance and reconciliation 
would be examined at the synod ‘‘as 
lifestyle and as sacrament.”’ 

TOURISTS CAUTIONED — 
Tourists to developing nations must 
not. have ‘“‘feelings of superiority 
toward the population. which 
welcomes them,’’ said Cardinal 


- Agostino Casaroli in a letter written 


on behalf of Pope John Paul II. The 
cardinal, papal secretary of state, 
wrote to the World Organization of 
Tourism during its general assembly 
in Rome. ‘‘If an adequate spiritual 
formation is lacking...tourism, 
instead of becoming a privileged way 
of developing some social sense, can 
be reduced to an alienation of the 
person, an abuse of the hospitality 
offered,’’ said the cardinal. 

NOT ALONE — In a 5l-page 
opinion, the court panel which 
convicted Mehmet Ali Agca said the 
23-year-old Turk did not act alone in 
planning the May 13 attempt on the 
life of Pope John Paul II, but that 
there is insufficient evidence yet to 
name the others who may have been 


involved. “‘But with honesty, it is 


necessary to admit that the evidence 
acquired does not permit one at this 
time to.unveil the identity of the 
promoters of the conspiracy nor to 
determine what objectives were 
directly linked to -the eventual 
elimination of the pontiff,’’ said the 
panel.

Encyclical may irritate economic conservatives

WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II’s new encyclical, On 
Human Work, belongs to the world and 
thus cannot be read too closely to 
reflect specific situations in the United 
States or anywhere else, according to 
Msgr. George Higgins; former U.S. 
Catholic Conference (USCC) secre- 


tary for special concerns and longtime ~ 


labor activist. 


And the pope’s views are likely to 
be at odds with those of some Western 
economic conservatives, Msgr. 
Higgins added, because the global 
picture is emphasized and the 
primacy of man over economic 
systems or theories is the central 
theme.

Coronado’s churches extend ‘invitation’ 


CORONADO — The seven 
Christian churches and two U.S. 
Navy base chapels in this community 
combined .efforts Sept. 19 and 
extended ‘‘a Christian invitation’’ to 
all residents to attend the church of 
their choice. 


Volunteers from each of the 
churches left over 8,000 invitational 
questionnaires on doorknobs of 
private residences and apartments, 
urging the residents to either come to 
church or fill in a business reply card 
for more information on their local 
denominational church. 

Participating were Coronado 
Baptist and the First Baptist Church; 
Sacred Heart Roman Catholic; Christ 
Episcopal Church; Resurrection 


Lutheran; the two Navy base chapels; 
St. Paul’s United Methodist; and 
Graham Memorial Presbyterian 
Church; also First Church of Christ, 
Scientist. 


Volunteers gathered first for a con- 
tinental breakfast and an ecumenical 
service of the word before fanning out 
over Coronado on their door-to-door 
campaign, which also included 
moored boats with permanent 
residents. 


The chairman of the project was 
Frank Osgood, a parishioner at 
Sacred Heart Church and a candidate 
for the permanent diaconate, now in 


his fourth year of studies leading to 


ordination. 


BOTH MSGR. HIGGINS and 
Msgr. Francis J. Lally, USCC 
secretary for social development and 
world peace, said the document also 
goes beyond more than just labor as 
understood in the sense of industrial, 
blue-collar workers. Rather, they 
said, it relates to anyone who works, 
as an-employee, employer, or in some 
other capacity. 

Moreover, both ‘‘rigid’’ capit- 
alism, which makes a ‘‘dogma’’ of 
private ownership of the means of 
production, and state collectivization 
which abuses human rights 
(Marxism), are criticized by the 
encyclical. 


On Human Work also discusses the 
rights of workers to organize into 
unions or associations, strikes, just 
wages, health care for workers, and 
adequate compensation for families. 


THE POPE likewise cites auto- 
mated production, high energy costs, 
pollution, and political demands of 
people in lesser developed nations and 
warns that these will require changes 
in economic systems and distribution 
of the world’s work, including the 
unemployment or retraining of skilled 
workers and a decreased or more 
slowly accelerated increase in ‘the 
standard of living for people in deve- 
loped nations. 


Such views are likely to prove un- 


popular with economic conservatives, 
said Msgr. Higgins. 


The pontiff’s comments on unions’ 
political involvements and strikes also 
are likely to be misunderstood in such 
Western developed nations as the 
United States, he said. 


“UNION ACTIVITY undoub- 
tedly enters the field of politics, 
understood as prudent concern for the 
common good,’’ the pope wrote. 
‘“However, the role of unions is not to 
‘play politics’ in the sense that the 
expression is commonly understood 
today. Unions do not have the char- 
acter of political parties struggling for 
power; they should not be subjected 
to the decision of political parties or 
have too close links with them.”’ 


According to Msgr. Higgins, 
‘‘He’s not saying the AFL-CIO 
shouldn’t have a_ political 
committee.’’ What the pope means is 
that a union should not take its orders 
from a political party and be a direct 
branch of the party itself, Msgr. 
Higgins said. 

While the pope also reaffirms the 
right to strike, he warns against abuse 
of that right and says it is necessary to 
ensure the public’s well-being and 
maintenance of public services during 
a strike, by legislation if appropriate.

A ‘just solution’ 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC)— Pope John Paul 
II called Sept. 27 for a ‘‘just solution’’ to conflicts in 
Northern Ireland and indirectly praised the planned 
resumption of U.S.-Soviet disarmament talks. 


In his last noontime Sunday Angelus talk at the papal 
summer residence before returning to the Vatican Oct. 4, 
the pope also prayed for his native Poland and described 
work as ‘‘collaboration with God in the perfection of 
nature.”’ 


Recalling his September 1979 visit to Ireland, Pope John 
Paul spoke about ‘“‘the great suffering of the Church and 
society on the Emerald Isle.’’ : 


He said his call for peace during a stop in Drogheda near 
the border with Northern Ireland, ‘‘is even more topical, 
when one realizes that already 10 young men have died in 
so-called hunger strikes and while the number of other 
victims of disorders and fratracidial violence is 
increasing.”’ 

The pope praised those who are working to end the 


political conflict, which mostly pits Catholics against 


Protestants, and asked the Angelus crowd to pray ‘‘that the 
situation of tension may find a just solution.”’ 


The Catholic minority in Northern Ireland generally 
favors an end to British rule while the Protestant majority 
favors continuation of British rule. 

The pope began his official day at 8 a.m. with Mass for 
about 500 representatives of more than 20 Catholic 
movements.

As long as it takes... 


The other night in class I was explaining the Church’s 
belief that in the readings God speaks to His people and 
nourishes their spirit, and that Christ is present among the 
faithful through His word. No sooner had I finished the 
sentence than a hand flew up in the back of the room. 
“‘How,”’’ questioned the student, ‘‘can God speak to us and 
nourish us when we have no time to think about what He 
has to say?”’ 


. You just cannot properly celebrate a liturgy of three 
readings, a responsorial psalm and homily, prayers of 
intercession, praise and thanksgiving, songs and silence, 
and a Communion rite where almost everyone present 
receives (hopefully from the chalice, too) in a 45-minute 
time slot! Good liturgy demands an approach that is leisurely 
and reverent. For example, when the priest-celebrant 
invites us to ._pray, the liturgy envisions that there will 
indeed be a period of silent prayer before the priest prays in 
our name. 


For me, there is nothing more irritating than having 
been struck “‘right between the eyes’’ by the first reading 
and not having a moment’s peace to integrate what I’ve 
heard. To really respond to God’s word (Responsorial 
Psalm) I must first have the opportunity to meditate on the 
word. (I need at /east a full minute or two to accomplish 
this.) 

The same is true for the time after Communion. Give 
me some quiet time for contemplation, or let me join in 
singing a beautiful song of praise and thanksgiving, but 
don’t violate these important, life-giving moments with 
announcements from the bulletin or a plea for teachers 
(there is provision for these things after the Closing 
Prayer). 

How long should our Sunday Liturgy last? As long as it 
takes...to gather, to sing, to pray, to listen, and to integrate 
what we have heard and done together. If well done, an 
hour is not too long; if poorly done, 15 minutes will seem

Innocence can be intimidating 


There are times when one cannot help but wonder 
what private devil drives people to do the things they 
do. The steadily increasing effort to corrupt even the 
most innocent among us sometimes appears to be a 
calculated and well-organized attack on the under- 
pinnings of our society. 


What are we to say to child pornography, or the 
“‘incest-and-adult-child-sex-are-good’’ trend but 
that there is evil in the world to which innocence is 
an unbearable threat? Unfortunately the faces of evil 
are very much like our own. They may, in fact, be 
our own. 


IT IS USUALLY only in its extremes that we 
recognize evil for what it is. The subtle, insidious, 
“‘white’’ falsities slip by us daily and we may even 
defend them. Harmless, minor, not worth worrying 
about, they nevertheless compromise and entrap us 
to be more tolerant of other, rather less harmless, 
more noticeably aberrant habits or attitudes, even 
though we may not yet condone the ‘‘major’’ evils. 


And we tend to denigrate or make fun of those 
who do not share our so-called tolerance. But each 
compromise opens the door to another, each new 
acceptance of another breakdown in our moral

structure makes it that much easier to accept the 
next, more serious one. We need very much to know 


where we stand — and to stand there! 


We may shrug — like the experts consulted on the 
incest-child-adult-sex issue — and say that only a 
handful of people are promoting the idea, but what 
does that matter when the idea has been aired on 
national networks and printed in popular magazines 
and daily newapapers? The idea will be discussed by 
thousands of people, and each discussion will render 
it less shocking, less foreign to us, and sooner or later 
someone will begin saying ‘‘So what?’’? and move 


toward condonation. 


WE HAVE, I THINK, to recognize that 


corruption of innocence is not only attractive to evil, 
but a driving urge. Goodness and innocence stand 
like accusers to the ungodly. Even if our cooperation 
with evil is still only slight, goodness throws it into 
relief so that it nags and makes us uneasy. 

That was why Jesus is so difficult to accept in the 
depths of our hearts, and so hard to follow 
steadfastly. I have often thought that it was not so 
much what Jesus said that drove the Pharisees and 


scribes to seek His death, but His incorruptible 


innocence. 


He was not ignorant of sin. He recognized evil 
and it recognized Him. He was, in fact, more aware 
of it than anyone else. As St. Paul says, He knew sin 
and yet was totally untouched by it. He was — and 
is — a terrible indictment of sin even while He loves 
and forgives the sinner. Such goodness calls to all the 
best in us and when the best is compromised by evil, 


His presence can be unbearable. 


THE GREAT EVIL, of course, is the inability or 
the unwillingness to love, and it compromises us all. 
and so each of us, in our own way, is accused by real 
goodness and by innocence. Some of us, probably 
most of us, cannot resist challenging virtue in the 
hope of finding some flaw. ‘‘You see,’’ we laugh,

“‘you are just as bad as we are 


We are often irritated when someone challenges us 
on a point of moral principle or points up our area of 


compromise, and itch to discredit him or her in turn. 
Little by little we cooperate with the destructiveness 
that is evil’s calling card. Little by little we help 
spread the contagion. 


If we who are Christian cannot stand straight 
before the innocence and incorruptibility of Jesus, 
who ever will? oy 


The vineyard of the Lord 


October 4, 1981, Twenty-Seventh Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. Isaiah 5:1-7; Philippians 4:6-9; 
Matthew 21:33-43. 


. 


There is a very close connection between our first 
and third readings for this Sunday, because both 
Isaiah and St. Matthew elaborate on the basic theme 
of Israel as the vineyard of the Lord. but more 
importantly, they both stress the. action 
of God in salvation history as a here-and-now event; 
He is a personal God who continually calls us to 
faith, repentance, and conversion. 


It is interesting to speculate whether the ‘‘friend’s 
song’’ Isaiah refers to is actually an echo of a 
contemporary ballad of the eighth century before 
Christ. It is Obvious, of course, that in the present” 
context the ‘‘friend’’ is God and the ‘‘field’’ upon 
which He has lavished so much love and care is the 
House of Israel which has so often failed Him. 


“WHAT MORE WAS there to do for my 
vineyard that I had not done?’’ asks the Lord. He 
has done everything and more, yet the harvest af 
grapes is wild and sour. In His anger the Lord 
promises to bring the vineyard to ruin, and we know 
that during the next two centuries Israel suffered 
invasion, destruction, and, finally, exile. 


Is our response to the Lord’s love any different? 


We have been lavished with His graces, encountered 
Him in the sacraments, been nourished by the 
Eucharist, nurtured by His Body the Church, yet 
how often is the harvest we reap like the wild and 
sour grapes Isaiah complains of? 


Our responsorial psalm (Ps. 80) continues this 
theme of a ‘vine from Egypt’’ first transplanted and 
then laid waste and desolate. But it ends with a plea 
for mercy and redemption and an ultimate trust in 
Him who both gives and takes away: ‘‘Give us new 


life... restore us; if your face shine upon us, then we 
shall be safe.’’ 


IN HIS LETTER to the Philippians, St. Paul 
reminds us of the ‘‘friend’’ and his vineyard. A 
missionary bishop who established many local 
churches among the Greeks, the apostle regards his 


converts with the same solicitude a father has for his 
children. 


He encourages the new Christians to be steadfast 
in their faith and to ‘‘dismiss all anxiety from your 
minds.’’ Inasmuch as they now live in the Lord 
Jesus who has triumphed over this world and death 
itself, there is nothing to fear; His triumph has 
become ours. : 


They are to put on the virtues and direct their 


lives toward all that is true and honest and pure and 
worthy of Christians in whom the very Spirit of God 


now dwells. And although we look to the world to 
come, even now ‘‘God’s own peace, which is beyond 
all understanding, will stand guard over your hearts 
and minds.”’ ; 


OUR GOSPEL REFLECTS the growing 
hostility between Jesus and the official religious 
establishment. The parable of an’owner and his 
vineyard leaves no doubt*as to the ruptured 
relationship between Israel and her God, and in the 
murder of the owner’s son we even have a prophecy 
of Our Lord’s own death. 


Jesus tells them that what has been refused by 
Israel—‘‘the stone which the builders 
rejected’’—shall nevertheless become the firm 
foundation for many others. He is continuing last 
week’s parable of the two sons, where again He 
foretold of strangers who would enter the kingdom 
ahead of those to whom it was first promised. 


Jesus warns the crowd that what we think we have 
can easily be taken away from us. Lest we become 
too complacent, it is wise to remember that call and 
election bring with them the necessity to respond to 
God and neighbor alike with the same love that has 
been shown us. Only then will our harvest be sweet 
and pleasing to the Lord.

ministry to each other.’ 


“*Our isolation has actually worked 


for us. We’re facing up to our prob- 


lems,’’ said John Graykoski, director 
of CCS in the Valley and secretary of 
the deanery council. ‘“‘If you do not 
diagnose the malady you cannot find 
the medicine.”’ 


The ‘‘medicine’’ finally envisioned 
by the deanery council after us three- 
day retreat here involves a set of 19 
operational goals and a half-dozen or 
more specific ‘‘outcomes’’ for each, 
involving human and other resources, 
ministries, specific programs, and 
catechesis, both in English and 


Spanish. They cover everything from 
crime and gang violence to worship, 
ecumenical activities, an adult cate- 


chumenate, parish outreach, sacra- 
mental life, natural family planning, 
CCD, media, emergency relief, and 
other services. 

‘““THE CHURCH has to be rele- 
vant to all the needs of the Valley, 
farmers and workers, Mexicans and 
Anglos, fallen-away Catholics, youth 
involved in drugs and gangs,’’ said 


Father Medaer. ‘‘There is an abuse of - 


the sacramental system; a majority of 
the people do not practice their faith 
in any way whatever but insist on 
getting married in the Church or 
having their babies baptized. 


““But judging by what is happening 
now, I’m optimisic. Even if the 
attendance is less than 10 years ago, 
our parishes are more alive and vital. 
The desert is blooming.”’

of obedience’’ require that she listen 
to others and be open to them. 
“‘There is a challenge in bringing out 
the best in each of our Sisters,’’ she 
said. 
“POVERTY IS NOT so much a 
matter of having nothing but of being 
free, open and available to serve 
others,’’ said Sister, though as prior- 
ess she does hold the communal prop- 
erty of the Sisters, ‘‘but as a responsi- 
bility for others, and not for myself.’’ 
Chastity, too, says Sister, is a 
matter of freedom, ‘‘of no personal 
attachments to anyone, a very strong 


‘witness to the shortness of this life; 


giving up marriage and children 
makes no sense unless there is some- 
thing-else.”’ 

The evangelical counsels of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience are even more 
important in a world which questions 
their values, said Sister. ‘“‘I have 
received so much. I have not given 
anything up. The vows are gifts and 
the graces come.”’ 


HER ELECTION as prioress gen- 
eral showed Sister the extent of the 
love and support within her own 
community, because she was the 
youngest professed member. ‘‘Even 
the novices are older than I am,’”’ she 
observed. ‘‘It was the first election I 
was allowed to participate in and it 
was completely non-political, not that 
it is supposed to be. 


“We had a _ week-long biblical 
retreat given by a Dominican priest 
first, and we prayed so much. We left 
the election believing it was God’s 
will. It was beautiful.’’ 


If there is one thing Sister Susan 


says she has learned in her own dis- 
cernment of vocation is that ‘‘people, 
especially our young people, have to 
be taught how to search for the 
answer.”’ 


IT IS NOT enough, especially at 
the high school level, to just present 
young people with pamphlets and 
printed material about becoming a 
priest or a Sister or Brother or even 
choosing marriage or the single state, 
she said. ‘‘They must be talked to. I 
think our young people want to be 
committed to something.”’

PRESENTLY serving as associate 
director of the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men (a national association 
of heads of men’s religious orders) in 
Washington, D.C., Brother Scheel is a 
physicist and a former vice president for 


student affairs at The Catholic University _ 


of America. 
Brother Scheel studied physics, he said, 


because it is the “‘most mathematical of 
the sciences.” A person can ‘‘play with 
math for the beauty of it,’ he explained. 
Similarly, one can study: science simply 


for the knowledge to be gained about the — 


world. : 

For Brother Scheel, however, science 
isn’t a field for specialists alone. Science is 
part of everyday reality — it,“‘touches us 
everywhere we go,” he said emphatically 
during a recent interview. ‘‘People are 


doing science whenever they begin to 


understand what is happening” in the 
physical world. oe 


THINK OF the homemaker in 


* Modern science touches almost every aspect of our lives. One needs 
to look only at the rapid advancements in health care in recent years. 


Denver, Colo., Brother Scheel suggested. 
“‘When she boils an egg for four minutes 
instead of the usual three minutes, she is 
using chemistry and physics. She is recog- 
nizing that water boils at a lower tem- 
perature and that an egg cooks slower a 
mile above sea level.” 


Furthermore, Brother Scheel pointed 
out, scientific research sometimes leads to 
practical applications which affect people 
in many ways. Aware of this, corporations 
are willing to hire scientists to do research 
in their laboratories with the hope that 
their discoveries now and again can be 
turned into commercial products. 

According to the Xaverian brother, a 
good example of this occurred at Bell 
Telephone Co. Physicists’ there were 
studying the “properties of metals and 
discovered they could use semiconduc- 
tors to amplify sound,” he said. This dis- 
covery ‘“‘made miniaturization possible,”’ 
leading to the computers, tape recorders 
and computer games which are so familiar 
to us today. 


BROTHER Scheel feels strongly that 
scientists have to be concerned about the 
uses to which their research may be put. 

Scientists, he feels, face a special hazard 
in being tempted to think there can be 
value-free science. According to the edu- 
cator, a scientist doing research in 
genetics might think: *‘?’m working on 
this for the sake of gaining knowledge. 
What others do with it is none of my busi- 
ness.”’ 


But, asserted Brother Scheel sharply, 
scientists ‘‘can’t simply play with nature 


wihout worrying about the implications of - 


their research.”’ 


TO EVALUATE the possible out- 
come of scientific research, therefore, 
Brother Scheel said scientists as well as 
non-scientists need to cultivate ‘‘a well- 
developed value system.’’ Therefore, 
Brother Scheel makes it a point to discuss 
values and science as thoroughly as possi- 
ble whenever he teaches physics, as he 
did for a time in the nursing program at 
Catholic University. 


And he expressed gratitude and 
admiration for the example presented by 
his professor~at Catholic University, 
physicist Karl Herzfeld. 


According to Brother Scheel, Herzfeld 
refused ‘on moral grounds” to take part 
in the Manhattan Project aimed at devel- 


_ oping the atomic bomb during World War 


II. Realizing what the outcome of the re- 
search was likely to be, Herzfeld said 
simply, “I can’t be part of that,’ Scheel 
reported.

As I waited at a traffic light early one 
recent morning, a jogger passed by. He 
seemed: lost in his running — and his 
music. His gear included not only a sweat 
suit and the required shoes, but a headset 
— one of those new walking stereos — as 
well. 

I wondered momentarily what beat he 
was tuned in to. And | thought: Tech- 
nology is certainly part-of his life! 


TECHNOLOGY and science are part 
of all our lives. They contribute to our 
whole concept of life. 

Developments in health care, transpor- 
tation, communication, environmental 
control and the media, have significantly 
altered our lifestyle, all-the while inten- 


sifying our dependence on science and 


technology. 
‘At the same time, religion has 


experienced some problems. According - 


to a recent report of the Princeton 
Religion Center, church attendance in the 
United States steadily has been dropping. 


IS THERE some kind of inverse rela- 
tionship between science and technology, 
on the one hand, and religion, with one 
increasing, the other decreasing? 


Twenty years ago a theologian named 
Charles’ Davis. wrote: ““Fhe conviction 


_ grows that the age of religion is past, that 


faith is an incongruous feature in. our 
modern mental landscape.”” His words 
were meant to describe an attitude he had 
observed. 


It would be a gross oversimplification 
to view religion as somehow retreating 
before the advances of science and tech- 
nology — as if they were adversaries. To 
the contrary, despite past difficulties these 
important spheres of human activity have 
much in common that warrants their ear- 
nest cooperation. 


But ‘‘earnest cooperation’’> in - what 
sense? If leaders in ‘science, technology 
and religion were to meet, what would 
they discuss? 


HUMAN values would certainly be on 
the agenda. The leaders might try to 
answer this question: If something can be 
done, does that mean it should be done? 
For example: 

— If the life of a terminally ill hospital 
patient can be prolonged through medical 
technology, does that mean it should be 
prolonged in every case? 

— If calculators‘can be used for mathe- 
matics, does that mean children should 
use them in school? 


A communications satellite is launched at the Kennedy Space Center 

in Florida. Developments in such fields as health care, transportation, 

communication and environmental control have altered our lifestyle 
significantly while intensifying our identity with science. 


The leaders might discuss whether the 
products of science and technology are 
used in the ways they were intended: 

— Are the: modern communications 


media contributing to the unity of 


humankind? Are they dividing family 


members who no. longer look to each. - 


other for conversation and entertainment, 
but look to television: instead? 

— Does the jogger benefit from’ his 
walking sterio, or:is it isolating him more 


~_and more from others, from himself, and — 
from nature? 


_ AGAIN, the leaders might discuss 
ways for people in medicine and religion 
to cooperate in the care of the sick. (This 


is seen more and more as trained pastoral 


workers counsel the sick about matters as 


‘varied as financial problems and the fear 


of death.) 

Religion, science’ and technology form 
a partnership in fulfilling God’s command 
to ““fill the earth and subdue it.”’ Since the 
dawn of human life, science has been the 
means by which humans have sought 
dominion over the earth and their place as 
stewards of creation. 

Religion offers a vision of man’s 
destiny; science and technology strive to 
make it a reality. 


IN THE New Testament, Jesus heals 
the sick, feeds the hungry, and addresses 
the plight of the oppressed. The resur- 


etting communication going 


rected Lord now continues such york 


- through the dedicated service of his 
_ followers — men and women who share 


his desire to alleviate suffering. 

In this regard, science has already con- 
tributed much. Diseases such as 
smallpox, diptheria and polio, which once 
took enormous tolls in human suffering 
and life, now essentially have been con- 
fined to the annals of medical history. 
Also, .thanks to scientific efforts, the 
world is making some headway against 
the ravages of hunger and malnutrition. 


Today, science and technology are on 
the verge of new breakthroughs. Techni- 
cal knowledge is even available for creat- 
ing new life forms. Such prospects are at 
once breathtaking and frightening. 

It is religion’s task to hold before 
science those values which conform to 
humankind’s ultimate destiny. The vast 
potential of science must be used for good 
and not evil. 


TODAY feligion, science and. tech- 
nology might be seen as essential ingre- 
dients — though different modes — of 
God’s redemptive process of drawing all 
things to himself. 

But to be seen that way, it is essential 
that religion and science and technology 
collaborate to ensure that authentic 
values guide developments — values that

‘Difficult Calling’’ was the title of 
a recent Wall Street Journal article that 
seemed to imply that while priesthood 
is losing its popularity, vocation 
directors are desparately trying to find 
more recruiting techniques. One high 
school seminary recruiter is quoted as 
saying he feels young people are 
skeptical and hostile toward Church 
ministry. 


Last week, vocation directors from 
throughout the U.S. reflected 
anything but the pessimism that the 
newspaper article would have people 
believe. In an upbeat four-day 
conference the overwhelming outlook 
was one of optimism as these priests 
and Sisters spoke of the desire of 
young people to serve the Church. 


MY OWN experience in San Diego 
matches that of the majority of 
vocation directors.

today. 


I would prefer to describe my role 
as one who invites men and women to 
explore and be in touch with their 
dreams as Christians and help them 
in deciding how to live out the Gospel 
in their lives. A vocation is a life long 
conversation with God that begins 
and matures in the imagination. It 
has a developmental character. From 
the early years the community visits 
its prejudices and hopes on the 
dreams of its young. As children we 
are asked what we want to be. We 
dream of being the figures we see on 
TV or read about in novels. As 
young adults the process gets bigger 
than life as our dream (my deepest 
and best hope for my life) takes shape. 


The task of a vocation director, I 
believe, is to try to make sure that 
these Christian dreams not only are 
not destroyed but are nourished by 
the whole community. The 
responsibility of realizing the 
Kingdom of serving the community, 
of providing ministers, belongs to all

of us. Thus, some ways to help in that 
work might be the following: 


FIRST, we need to be with our 
young people in process, in the 
gradual revelation of us to ourselves 
by our God. Young adulthood is a 
time of testing and renegotiation of 
childhood dreams. Can the life long 
fantasy be realized? The Church, 
through the parish family, the priests, 
Sisters, Brothers, the laity all need to 
just be present to help in the moments 
of doubt. The dream often longs just 
for encouragement. 


Secondly, we must help the young 
person answer the question, ‘‘Will the 
world or the Church allow my dream’”’ 
as he or she joins that dream to the 
collective vision. It is important to 
help in clarifying the vague dream 
and see how it is possible, to see how 
it fits in with the hopes and dreams of a 
specific diocese or congregation. One 
can dream for example of being a 
professional basketball player but stop 
growing at 5’2’’. The dream must be 
looked at again and renegotiated. 


Finally we need to realize that the 
dream is fragile.

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Permanent deacon represents 
Christ through his service

Permanent deacons are ‘‘servants”’ 
called by God as members of the 
traditional threefold ministry, which 
the Cathoic Church identifies with the 
sacraments of orders—bishops, 
priests, and deacons. 

The permanent deacon is a part of 
the hierarchy of the Catholic Church. 
He is, because of his role, called by God 
to a ministry of service. 

EACH DEACON has a special 
talent, or a distinct mission, which is 
not of his own choosing, but assigned 
to him by Christ to assist others in 
their daily lives. 

. The deacon is an. instrument 
through which God works for the 
service of all His people. 

' The permanent deacon attempts, 
through his words, actions, and 
deeds to cooperate with God in all 
things. 

SO AS NOT to confuse the reader, 
the permanent deacon is not to be 
confused with the transitional deacon. 
The transitional deacon is one who 
will be ordained to the priesthood 
after his training. The permanent 
deacon will be ordained to function in 
the Church permanently as a deacon. 

The role of a permanent deacon 
includes, but is not limited to the 
following: administers baptism; 
distributes Communion at Mass and 
outside Mass; imparts benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament; assists at 
marriages—but only in his parish; 
administers sacramentals; presides at 
wakes, funerals and burial rites; 
proclaims the gospel, and preaches. 

Men who are contemplating 
applying. for admittance to the 
permanent deacon program should be 
aware that here in San Diego, the 
program is four years and covers 
many subjects. 

MEN APPLYING to the diaconate 
program are thoroughly screened 
before formation begins. Areas such 
as their marital relationship are 
explored completely. If a man feels

called to the permanent diaconate, he 
should evaluate the short and long 
range needs of his family, the degree 
of time he feels he will spend at his 
ministry, and the efforts he can devote 
to both. % 


An ordained deacon should make a 


strong time commitment that 
considers both family and_ the 
diaconate. 


Wives should be flexible and fully 
supportive of their husbands. Without 
her love and help, the deacon 
becomes clay —unable to solidify his 
ministerial life with that of his marital 
life. He and his wife are a team. As 
the covenant of marriage binds them 
as one, the diaconate also must be the 
covenant that binds them to his 
ministry and God. 


ALSO, questions such as why one 
feels called, what one feels his 
ministry might be after ordination, 
and if there is a willingness to become 
involved in areas outside the parish 
boundaries, must be answered. 


If a deacon limits his service to but 
one area and fails to effectively utilize 
his full talents, he misunderstands the 
concept of service. 


The man applying to the 
permanent deacon program must 
evaluate all of his priorities. If he finds 
himself—because of his job or life 
style—too busy, he had better 
reconsider his priorities. 


If men do not desire to imitate 
Christ, then the permanent diaconate 
would be a burden to them. 


IN SHORT, the permanent 
deacon is a man selected by God to serve 
others. He may be married or single, 
of any race or nationality. He ‘may be 
accepted or rejected by those around 


‘him. But in the final analysis he, like 


the bishops and priests, must 
represent Christ to all people through 
his service to others by the way he 
answers God’s call.

Every profession and vocation has 
its specialists, and the priesthood is no 
exception. We expect great scholars 
among the Jesuits and Augustinians. 
We look for beautiful liturgies from 
the Benedictines. We hope that all 
Franciscans will be instruments of 
God’s peace, and so on down the line. 


The diocesan priesthood consists of 
the jacks-of-all-trades among the 
priests. We are the ones who still 
make house calls. 

WHEN BISHOP Charles Buddy 
started his own seminary, he was 
determined to train men who could do 
every job that a priest is called upon to 
do. With rectors like Msgr. Franklin 
Hurd, the old Immaculate Heart 


_Seminary did just that. We were told 


that if the bishop called with’ a job, 
‘*you packed a clean shirt, got in your 
car, and took over the new work.’’ 


Through the years, our priests have 
staffed parishes, taught school on 
every level, conducted missions and 
retreats, written books, staffed 
charitable organizations, and gained 
higher degrees in theology, 
philosophy, and other disciplines. 


Parish work, however, is the 
epitome for the diocesan priest. All 
our years in the seminary were a 
direct preparation for the parish. The 
years spent as assistant and associate 


- pastors were also part of the training. 


In my opinion, the pastor’s career is

needs the wisdom of Solomon, the

but never yourself.’’ In fact, a pastor 
needs both good health and a good 
sense of humor. 


The work of the parish priest 
includes making the Mass and 
Sacraments available to as many 
people as: possible. He is also an 
evangelist who must be able to 
instruct a First Communion Class or 
‘conduct an adult Bible Study Class. 
The preparation of the Sunday 
sermon ranks high on the list of 
priorities.

Their personalities 
interact with their parishioners for the 
day-to-day activities that can 
transform the parish. Priests are free 
to follow their own talents and perfect 
them as they grow in their priesthood.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In his 
messages for the 18th World Day of 
Prayer for Vocations, Pope John Paul 
II stressed the responsibility of all 
members of the Church to promote 
vocations to the priesthood and 
Religious life. 

‘*As we reflect on the local churches 
and vocations,’’ the pope said, ‘‘our 
thoughts and our faith encounter the 
mystery of Christ’s holy Church, 
which is present in every local church, 
where a part of the people of God, in 
the pastoral care of the bishop, 
assisted by his priests, lives and 
works. 

“IN EACH of these local churches 


the Gospel is proclaimed, the 
Eucharist is celebrated,. the 
sacraments are administered, the 


Lord is praised, loving service is 
given, human rights are defended and 
the world is offered the witness of 
Christianity.” 

Pope John Paul said the Holy Spirit 


unites each local church in fellowship, _ 


“guides it in truth, enriches it with 
different 
continually renews it and leads it to 
an ever more perfect union with 
Christ the Lord.”’ 

He continued, ‘‘Every local church 
must become ever more clearly aware 
of what it is in the light of the mystery 
of the universal Church.” ~ 


MEMBERS of the Church, he 
said, must clearly understand ‘‘the 
nature of the vocation and mission of 
the people of God as they travel 


_ through the world toward _ their 
- eternal homeland. 
‘“‘There must be,’? he added, 


_ “equally clear understanding of the 

identity of the bishop, the priest and 
the deacon; of the nature of their 
precise and irreplaceable mission at

Catholic students’ religious vocations awareness 


By Dr. Edward Kujawa, Jr. 


Last Spring, this author conducted 
a study to find out whether or not 
children in Catholic schools were 
aware of Religious vocations and 
what priests, Brothers, Sisters, and 
deacons do in their daily lives. 


This study was the result of interest 
by diocesan leaders in educating 
elementary and secondary students 
about Religious vocations. It , is 
generally acknowledged that young 
people are not selecting Religious 
vocations as a career choice. 


THE YOUNGSTERS chosen for 
this study were in grades 6 through 
12. All attended a Catholic school. 
This study showed that young people 
know very little about Religious 
vocations. Some specifics may be 
informative. 


Youngsters have a narrow 
viewpoint of what priests do for a 
living. They see priests primarily in 
terms of saying Mass and 
administering the Sacraments. Some 
youngsters did indicate that priests 
were counselors, doctors, and 
principals. However, the percentage 
of students listing these occupations 
was less than 20 percent for 
counselors and less than 10 percent 
for doctors and principals. 


Sisters were primarily identified as 
teachers, missionaries, nurses, and 
helpers. Over 25 percent of the 
youngsters did not list an occupation. 

LESS WAS KNOWN §$about 
Brothers and deacons. Over 50 
percent of the students could not 


identify one responsibility or role~ 


related to these two vocations. Some 
youngsters recognized. Brothers as 
missionaries and some indicated that 
deacons help priests. 


In addition to asking youngsters 
what they knew about the 
responsibilities and roles of Religious, 
they were given the opportunity to list 
questions they would like to ask a 
member of a Religious community. 


The majority of questions for 
priests and Sisters focused on how 
they made the decision to join a 
Religious order; why they cannot 
marry; what it is like to be a member 
of an order, and whether or not they 
ever wanted to quit. 

ADDITIONAL personal 
questions were also mentioned such 
as, ‘‘What do you do for fun?’”’ and 
“Ts it boring?”’ 


in today’s generation. The same 
questions might have been in the 
minds of children of previous 
generations. However, the lack~ of 
answers to these questions and the 
limited knowledge of the life of those 
in the Religious vocations do seem to 
be influencing youngsters in terms of 
fewer of them selecting a Religious 
vocation. 

Six ideas may help to increase the 
interest in Religious vocations as a 
way of life: 

1. Adults need to discuss with their 
children the Religious vocations as an 
option, just as they would talk to their 


children about being a doctor, lawyer, . 


plumber, mechanic, or teacher. 


2; Adults need to encourage 
youngsters when they show interest in 
a profession, particularly the 
Religious vocation, 

3. Adults need to speak positively 
about people in Religious life in the 
presence of children. Modeling 
positive feelings toward people of 
certain. occupations will make 
children feel good about the 
occupation. 

4. Religious personnel need to 
discuss with children what it is they do 
in terms of their job. 

5. Religious need to be able to 
openly discuss some aspects of their 
personal life, such as leisure time, 
hobbies, what they do on a day off. 

6. Catholic schools need to instruct 
youngsters in all careers, including 
the Religious vocations. We assume 
that this is happening in the Catholic 
schools, but the evidence does not 
confirm this. 

IN ADDITION to eines Yee 


pilot program will be implemented in 


the near future in selected schools in 
the Diocese of San Diego, the purpose 
of which is to make children more 
aware of Religious vocations. 


The development of the 
curriculum is a joint-effort between 
the Diocesan Schools Office and the 
School of Education of the University 
of San Diego. 


The hope is that once children 
become better educated about 
Religious life, they will view it as a 
possible vocation. Hopefully, the 
diocese will see an increase in 
Religious vocations in the future.

In preparing to depart for Rome, to 
begin my third year of theology, I 
have been reflecting on what lies

This experience has been beneficial in 
my study of theology and Scripture, 
as well as rewarding, knowing that 
I’m helping to spread -the Gospel 
message to the world —literally — as 
the program is broadcast in Western 


Europe, Australia, and the United 


States. 


Through all this, the greatest — : 
rewards are yet to come: returning to 


San Diego at the end of my study, to 
minister in service to the people of 
God in the diocese. 


It is my conviction that the message 
of Jesus Christ is so important for all 
people to hear, understand and live. 
It is because of this, that I have made 


the move from disc jockey to future — 


priest. 
I KNOW there are others, like me,

I always took the Sacrament of Confirmation very 
seriously. How clearly I remember Bishop Furey 
(Most Rev. Francis J. Furey was second bishop of 
San Diego.) telling us about our responsibilities now 
that we were about to be confirmed. 


The bishop told us that we were the Church and it 
was our responsibility to be a part of it. I remember 
joining the youth group, young ladies sodality, and 
folk Mass group. They were very important to me 
because it was there I developed lasting friendships 
and encountered significant others who helped in my 
faith development. 


I ATTENDED the University of San Diego and 
became active in the campus ministry program. We 
were a much smaller campus, then, and I enjoyed 
ministering to others, as well as being ministered to. 
Sometimes, it was easier for me to receive than to 
give; through continual affirmation of my gifts, I 
gained confidence in my capabilities. 


After college, I began teaching at Notre Dame 
High School, in Riverside, Calif.

The time I 
spent outside the classroom began to take up more 
and more of my time. I found that my label as teacher 
and my relationship with students outside the 
classroom were two separate realities. My ministry as 
an instructor was important to me, but my ministry as 
one who supported youth in their development — both

sometimes the expectations I place upon myself are 
very overwhelming. - 

PRAYER IS my life saver in many situations, 
when I seem unable to cope. My prayer time is 
usually spent in the car between meetings or activities 
and during Eucharist. Oftentimes, I spend most of 
the time talking and have to realize that listening to 
God’s presence in my life is just as important. I used 
to think that memorized prayer was only for the 
lazy —but there have been several times when I have 
been so upset and disillusioned that the repetition has 
calmed me and help me see past my hurt. 

The highlights of my ministry have been 


encounters with youth who share their growth and 


knowledge of Jesus, or their struggles of coping with 
everyday life. The trust they portray in taking the risk 
to open themselves to God strengthens me in my 
journey. 

My husband, Carl, has been very important in my 
ministry. He is a quiet, ‘‘behind-the-scenes’’ 
individual, who is my silent strength. In all my times 
as a youth minister, I thought I could do it alone. I feel 
so much stronger, now, with his support at home and 
in our parish community. I know the youth respect 
his presence in their community, because he takes the 
time to be for them, whether his role is chaperoning 
dances or cooking hamburgers at the beach.

shower. Hardly the time, place or cast 
for such a conversation. 
What was it that had so impressed 
this professional athlete —this 
modern-day “gladiator— upon whose 
ears the din of the cheering thousands 


was still ringing? 


‘““THOSE BROTHERS had it all 
together, and their candor and ability 
to be honest about themselves really 
got to me.”’ 


This star of the gridiron had caught 


the message spelled out by every 


Religious Brother—whether he lives 
in a monastery dividing the day 
between work and prayer, or 
administering a hospital, supervising 
health delivery systems, teaching in 
colleges, high schools or technical 
schools, does scientific research, 


publishes and edits in the field of 


communications, cares for juveniles 
without homes or familes, or shelters 
those living on the margin of society. 

The Brother has the same vocation 
as all Christians —to grow in the love 
of Christ and to spread his Kingdom. 
He is not called to a higher ideal than 


the ordinary Christian, nor even to a_ 


‘more perfect observance of that ideal. 


HIS DISTINGUISHING trait is 


_ that he attempts to follow out his 
_ Christian vocation by a consecration 


of his giftedness in‘time and talent, 
and that he does this in common with 
other like-minded men. 


The Brother is a layman—not a 
cleric. Rather than exercise a ministry 
of proclaiming the Word and 
administering the Sacraments, he 
seeks to imitate Christ in serving the 
needs of the ignorant and the sick. He 
has no place in the hierarchical 
structure of the Church. 


The Brother, like other men and 
women Religious, attempts to live out 
his calling by a freeing consecration of 
his time and talent (vows) and a 
commitment to do so in the context of 
a community which has its own 
calling to witness to Christian love 
and service. ne 


HE ADOPTS a simple life-style 
(poverty) in order to be free to give of 
himself to those in need. In order to 
be able to love without seeking return, 
and to love those in particular need of 
a sign of Christ’s unconditional love, 
he lives a life of celibacy. His 
imitation of Christ—the obedient 
servant—is not a suppression of his 
individuality, rather, it is a union of 
his strengths with those of his 
confreres for the common effort of the 
community. 


The Brother lives in 
community—a group of men who 
take the early Christian fellowship 
described by St. Luke as their ideal. 

The Community gives authenticity 
and verification to the apostolic 
ministry of the Brother. The danger 
of the lone apostle is that of losing 
contact with the Source, and thus 
distorting the message, even to 
preaching one’s own. By dialogue, 
prayer, and the Eucharist with his

It could seem far-fetched to relate 
all Religious and community life to 
our Baptism — but it is not. 

Perhaps we have to reach far back 
in the life of the Church—far, far 
back—but you will recall that when 
St. Luke, in the Acts of the Apostles, 
speaks of the very young Church, he 
speaks of a community of sharing, of 
putting into common all that one has, 
both materially and spiritually. 


FOR CERTAIN PEOPLE the full 
impact of Baptism is still lived in 
groups which share their riches, their 
professions, their prayers, and their 
whole lives. 


Religious life is understood in 
many ways by many people. We 
know that all Religious orders are 
“*schools of spirituality.’’ The Jesuits 
have Spiritual Exercises, Dominicans 
have the rosary, Eudists have the Sacred 
Heart, the Franciscans have Sodalities. 
All founders have been persons with 
organizational abilities—but more 
than that, they were persons who had 
a deep devotion to some aspect of 
spirituality. 

Religious ‘orders have gathered 
together men and women of prayer. 
Prayer in common has always marked 
the lives of those living in community. 


RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES 
have been known to undertake the 
menial tasks of the Church’s realm. 
When no one would take care of the 
sick, Religious orders did: When no. 
one would teach the underprivileged, 
Religious orders did. When no one 
would go to the foreign missions, 
ys hile orders did. 


Where do we find Religious orders 
now? In deserts and crowded cities; in 
universities and barrio schools; in 
shrines and mission chapels; in the 
Vatican and the Arctic. 


Religious communities are places 
of prayer and laughter. They have 
created atmospheres where people 
live wholesome lives of dedication and 
accomplishment. They permeate 
goodness and simplicity and caring. 

RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES 
are churches—gatherings of God’s 
people. They are not financial 
endeavors; they are not people 
gathered for reasons of security. They 
are houses of service — service to God, 
the Church, the people. 


All this is possible because there is 
Baptism and an understanding of 
commitment. Commitment and faith. 
Faith expressed in love. Faith 
expressed in obedience. Faith 
expressed in poverty. 

Joining a Religious community 
does not mean that one has 
found—but that one is seeking. We 
live poverty because the world has not 
accepted the poor, and we strive for 
an answer. We live obedience because 
the world abhors obeying, and we 
seek to show it is good: We live 
chastity because the world. seeks to 
perpetuate itself, and we seek to be a 
sign of eternal life. 


RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES 
are all this and much more. They are 
gatherings of God’s people —or more 
correctly, a portion of God’s people 
gathered in prayer and service.

Have you ever had the experience of 
living in a culture yet not understanding 
the language? 

- Then you can understand how I felt 
when I became a campus minister with no 
background in science at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. The MIT 


students, with their concentration on 
science and technology, almost over- 
whelmed. me. : 


At the first graduate student meeting I 
attended, the students carried on a scien- 
tific conversation on how a microwave 
oven works. I was stunned. I went home 
and told my husband, ‘‘I don’t know if I 
can do it!”” : 


AFTER considering for a while, I 
decided the only feasible option was to 
find a middle road, a kind of bridge be- 
tween the students’ scientific, objective 
world and my world of religious 
experience. — 

I went about this by listening to the stu- 
dents and asking questions about what 
they were doing. | tried to show them I 
was interested in their concerns even 
though I didn’t know much about 
science. Even so, it took several months 
before I felt at all competent at com- 
municating with these students. 

The following story may illustrate my 
difficulties. I found, finally, that I had to 
use the scientific interests of the students 
as a Springboard into religious experience, 
though | often didn’t have the foggiest 
idea what scientific. terms meant. 


ONE SPRING day, with the sun shin- 
ing on the Charles River, I ate lunch with 
five doctoral students in physics who were 
also members of Tech Catholic Com- 
munity at MIT. As we finished eating, an 
astrophysicist asked, *“‘Who wants to go to 
the negative probability lecture with me 
this afternoon?” ; 

“‘There’s no such thing as negative pro- 
bability!”” another student snapped back. 

‘‘What’s negative probability?”’ | 
asked. : 

Everyone answered simultaneously. 
Larry’s voice was loudest..‘‘The speaker 
will say that the appearance of certain 
effects can lead one to believe négative 
probability exists, but...” ° 

“Like the Holy Spirit?” I broke in. 
“Why can’t we.trust appearances. What if 
reality isn’t matter, like the Holy Spirit? 
Are you physicists saying the real must be 
material?’’ I asked. 


A MOMENT of silence followed my 
questions. Then a Fulbright scholar said 
deprecatingly, ‘‘Oh well, Virginia, if you 
are going to get philosophical ... .”” 


Bridging a communications gap at MIT 


Since I have long noticed that eyes 
brighten and ears listen more carefully to 
talks on familiar matters, I mulled over 
ways to turn that conversation to my own 
purposes as a campus minister. 

The following Sunday I took the risk of 
adapting the students’ scientific jargon to 
an example from Scripture, following my 
understanding of what the students were 
talking about. 

The example concerned some 
Pharisees’ views of Jesus. It seemed to 
me that, in all probability, some Pharisees 
would have a negative opinion concern- 
ing the possibility that Jesus was the 
Messiah. For some Pharisees had particu- 
lar expectations of what the Messiah 
would be like and Jesus did not fit this 
picture. 


LATER, ‘at a student picnic by the 
Atlantic Ocean, Larry and I talked again. 
Both of us were now better able to under- 
stand the other. I thanked him for helping 
me to see better how a scientist thinks. 
And, in return; Larry explained he could 
understand my views of spiritual reality 
better. 

He said: ‘‘The Holy Spirit is a reality for 
me, as a believer. As a physicist, 
however, I believe that all reality is based 


_in matter. Wow! Do I have a contradic- 


tion running around my head!”’ 

Now, looking back, I can say honestly I 
loved my two years at MIT. The work 
was challenging and exciting. 


To the reader, my method may seem 
an elusive and incomplete way to teach 
theology and strengthen faith. Nonethe- 
less, in an age of science and technology, I 
feel strongly that scientists and non-scien- 
tists, technology experts and church min- 
isters, need to find ways to gét into each 
other’s worlds. 

For the sake of peace and the future of 
the world, we need to be able to com- 


municate with each other.

: | The Gospel of Mark 


~The long journey 
to Jerusalem

‘Mark had to give the Gospel he wrote a 
form which would convey a meaningful, 
practical message to his particular com- 
munity. 

Since Mark geared his. presentation to 
meet the people’s needs, a careful study 
of the way he arranged his material can 
give us a fairly good idea of what those 
needs were. This works both ways. 

The more clearly the situation of the 
community comes into focus, the better 
we can understand Mark’s particular 
approach to the mystery of Jesus. 


ANYONE who reads the Gospel will 
be struck by the amount of attention paid 
to the cross. It dominates the whole com- 
position. 

The last week of Jesus’ life, beginning 
with his entry into Jerusalem, takes up a 
third of the whole account. For Mark, this 
is Jesus’ only visit to the city, and he goes 
there only to die. , 

Everything that happened before has 
been but a prelude to this climax: a long 
journey to Jerusalem. wes 


Mark starts Jesus off on this journey 
right from the beginning of his narrative, 
which opens with the preaching of John 
the Baptizer. This shadowy figure is not 
simply the herald of Jesus’ arrival on the 
scene. John is truly the forerunner of 
Jesus, prefiguring by his own tragic fate at 


the hands of Herod Antipas Jesus’ ulti- 
mate fate. 


ALREADY in Chapter 3 we read of 
plotting against Jesus. In Chapter 6 even 
his own townspeople reject him. 

The climax to the first part .of the 
Gospel comes in Chapter 8, with Peter’s 
acknowledgement that Jesus is. the 
Messiah. But this bright spot is dimmed 
immediately by Jesus’ command that 
they tell no one about him and even more 
by Peter’s obvious lack of comprehen- 
sion. 

Jesus goes on to make the first predic- 
tion of his coming death, and Peter 
objects strenuously. Jesus reacts just as 
vehemently and gives an instruction on 


discipleship which, in the general context,. 


is clearly aimed at Mark’s readers. 

It stresses the cost of discipleship, a cost 
that means rejecting all self-seeking and 
glory and courageously taking up the 
cross. 


WHAT IS most striking iis the fact that 
the opposition, rejection, and lack of com- 


~ prehension we see here follows an almost 
uninterrupted. series of miracles of all - 


kinds. Thef “léad. no one to recognize 
Jesus for who he is. 

The only one who sees the light is the 
Roman centurion at the foot of the cross. 


And what does he see? A miracle? He 
sees the lifeless, battered corpse of an 
apparently disgraced and defeated man, 
and he cries out: ; 


God!” (Chapter 15) 


Such: an arrangement by Mark of the 
Jesus-traditions was obviously purpose- 


‘ful. In all likelihood it was designed to 


counter a dangerous tendency in the com- 


» munity, a tendency to what we would call 


a theology of glory. 


This attitude would have led-to con- ee 
centration on the miracle stories as evi-- - 


dence of Jesus’ power and glory, along ° 
with a deemphasizing of the meaning of 
Good Friday. 


“Clearly this man was the son of | 


Mark counters, not by denying the 
miracles, but by showing that they did not 
in fact reveal Jesus éven to those most 
well disposed. Mark knew that to look for 
God in the miraculous could lead to dis- 
illusion. oA 

Miracles are hard to come by. But 
suffering, rejection, failure and death are 
all part of life: And it is in these occur- 


“rences that the true disciples really

Franciscans worldwide to celebrate 800th 
birthday of Church’s most popular saint

Although. speaking of saints in 
comparative degrees seems awkward 
and untheological, St. Francis of 
Assisi is often called among Catholics 
“fone of the Church’s better saints.’’ 


The statement may lack theological 
accuracy, but it points to the fact that 
Francis is one of history’s ’ most 
popular saints. 2 


ONE COULD quantify the 
argument by pointing to the religious 
orders. which have sprung from 
Francis’ work. 


The four main orders of Religious © 


men which ‘trace their origins to 
Francis — the Friars Minor, the 
Conventual Francisans, the 


Capuchins, and the Third Order 


ONE COULD soon point, too, to 
the hundreds of thousands who will 
crowd the Italian mountain village of 
Assisi on Sunday, Oct. 4, for cere- 
monies beginning a year of celebra- 


tions marking the 800th anniversary 


of the birth of the ‘‘poverello,’’ the 
little poor man. 


Francis, the adolescent warrior who 
rejoiced in drinking and singing with 
his wealthy friends, never lost, his love 
for fun or the delight he felt in being 
with people, 


His popularity with his con- 
temporaries was, by any accounting, 
incredible. He once presided over a 
General Chapter of his Brothers to 
which 5,000 members came. Within 
50 years of his death, there were 1,500 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II named Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, papal secretary of state, to represent him at celebrations marking 
the eighth centenary of the birth of St. Francis of Assisi.

The short, thin bearded Francis; 
taken first as a quixotic troubador or a 
penniless outcast, came soon to be 
seen aS an overpowering mystic. 
People, who first as a joke threw mud 
on the unretaliating Francis and his 
followers, returned to beg their 
forgiveness. & 


THROUGH FRANCIS, citizens 
of warring castled towns became 
peacemakers. The early Franciscans 
were the spark and center of the 
Hallelujia Peace Movement among 
northern Italian towns. Ancient feuds. 


were healed, old adversaries recon- 
ciled. 


Through Francis, too, great 
numbers of people discovered the 
Lord, some for the first time, as their 
personal friend. 


To Francis the family of man was 
not a concept. It was a reality and a 
goal. Living at the time of the break- 
down of feudalism, he became the 
champion of democracy — but in fact, 
not theory.: 


In an age when women were in a 
markedly inferior relationship to men 
and often manipulated and frequently 
brutalized, Francis exalted them and 
took them into partnership, as he did 
with Clare, the woman who helped 
him found the Poor Clares. 


BECAUSE FRANCIS’ message 
was relevant for contemporary 
problems of environmental protec- 
tion, Pope John Paul II, in 1979, pro- 
claimed Francis the patron of ecology 
and the current Franciscan year of 
celebration will’ be marked by the 
convening of an international ecolo- 
gical congress. 


Francis has often been referred to 
as a lover of nature, but in reality it 
was not nature that he loved. 
‘‘Nature’’ would have been too con- 
ceptual for Francis. For him, love was 
always individualized. He loved the 
rabbit he freed one day from a trap, 
the lambs that he ransomed when he 
met their master leading them to 
slaughter, the worm that he picked

carefully off the path so it would not 
be crushed. 


This ~ particularization of 
love marked Francis’ way with 
human beings, too. He loved: the 
leper, whom he hugged and gave 
money to; the man suffering from the 
cold to whose shoulders he transferred 
his own cloak; the robbers to whom he 
gave his goods. Each was worthwhile, 
because each had been carefully 
crafted by God, according to Francis. 


FRANCIS FEARED learning only 
for its danger of distracting the 
student from the knowledge that 
mattered most: the understanding of 
God and His love. In fact, his life has 
provided great sources of learning for 


~ others. 


In a curious twist of history, an 
international cultural congress 
opened in Rome last Tuesday, Sept.

For Francis poverty also was more 
than a concept. There were practical 
reasons for it. To begin with, this was 
how Jesus lived. é 

Francis and his early followers 
settled in huts of clay and interwoven 
branches, and they worked for their 
meager food or begged for it. Never 
did they store food, but depended 
daily on God and human generosity: 


Poverty, for the little poor man, 
meant more than simply going 
without things for the sake of morti- 
fication. More important was the fact 
that it allowed him to share every- 
thing he had with others. 


THE LESSON has carried 


through history. The mayor of Assisi 


announced recently that to celebrate 
the Franciscan jubilee properly, each 
Italian is being asked to give 1,000 lire 
(about a dollar) “and each town 
100,000 lire to support eek 
children i in Asia and Africa. 


Francis’ approach to God also was 
through the tangible. The first person 
known to have built a Christmas crib, 
Francis did so because he wanted to 
see God in a graphic, tangible way. 
And when he was about to die, he 
stretched himself out on the bare 
earth in the pattern of a cross, because 
he wanted to die the way his Master 
did. a 
For Francis, the divine was never 
far away, always at one’s fingertips. 
He wanted everyone else to know, 
too, that Jesus was more than a truth 
taught by family and _ tradition. 
Instead, Francis taught that the Lord 
was a friend to learn from and count 
on. 


who sang his way across Italy had far 
from an idyllic life. He suffered the 
stigmata the wounds of Christ — 
though he was reluctant to let others 
know. Near the end of his life his sight 
failed him almost totally. Before he 
died, in the year 1226, he anguished 


over the direction of his Religious 


communities which were becoming 
property-bound and _ striving after 
formal education. 


Shortly before his death his words 
to those who saw value in his way of 
life were these: ‘‘I have done what I 
had to do; may Christ teach you your 
part.”’

A series of newspaper articles charging Chicago’s 
Cardinal John Cody with misusing $1 million in 
Church funds may have been part of an elaborate 
scheme hatched by Father Andrew M.Greeley, a 
controversial columnist-sociologist-author who has 
made a career out of being a thorn in the side of the 
Church. 


The revelation was to have been made in an 
article to be published Tuesday in the Chicago 
Lawyer, a small monthly publication serving the 
city’s legal community. But both Greeley and three 
of the nation’s largest newspapers —the New York 
Times, Chicago. Tribune and Los Angeles 
Times —beat the Chicago Lawyer to the punch. 


IN AN. APPARENT attempt to defuse the 
situation, Greeley claimed St Eriday that his 
personal diaries had been ‘‘stolen’’ from his 
personal archives and that they would be used to 
prove ‘‘that I have engineered a plot’’ against the 
cardinal. Greeley is the author of the best-selling The 
Cardinal Sins, which a review. in the Aug. 13 Southern 
Cross called a ‘‘publicity stunt of a book’’ and “‘low- 
grade crude.”’ 


- The novel does have similarities to the current 
Cody affair in Chicago in that it attempts to discredit 
a fictional archbishop of the same city with much of 
the same unproved innuendo currently being 
levelled against Cardinal Cody. 

The biggest surprise came this past weekend, 
when the Los Angeles Times and the two other 
papers shared a story charging that Greeley was the 
author of ‘‘an elaborate~plot designed to topple 


(Cody) from power and replace him with a liberal 


cardinal in an ‘attempt to influence future Papal 
elections and install a liberal pope in Rome.’ 


GREELEY has previously attempted to discredit 
the papal “election process and cast it in the 
‘‘liberals’’ vs. ‘‘conservatives’’ political arena. His 
The Making of the Popes, 1978, supposedly presents 
the reader with the inside and behind-the-scenes 
functioning of the conclave of cardinals, despite the 
fact that they are sworn to secrecy about the 
deliberations and voting inside.the Sistine Chapel. 
and that there is no reason to believe that any 
cardinal ever violated his oath and talked to Greeley 
or anyone else. 


The Chicago Lawyer article was written by the 


paper’s editor, Rob Warden, based on a set of 
transcripts of tape recordings Greeley allegedly 
made to himself several years ago. Greeley describes 
the tapes asthe ‘‘moods, feelings, fantasies and 
emotions of the moment — the things I would like to 
have seen happen in my late-night, sleepy 
musings...they were dreams of many years ago 
which patently did not materialize. | 


But perhaps. they did. Among other things, 
spcifics of the Greeley ‘‘conspiracy’’ alleged by the 
‘Chicago Lawyer include the recruiting of an 
investigative reporter who would expose Cardinal 
Cody, in Greeley’s own words, with ‘‘the worst kind 
of public scandal.”’ 

Greeley wanted Cardinal Cody replaced with 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, the 
53-year-old former president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops because, he thought, 
once Bernardin was made a cardinal, he (Greeley) 
would have some influence. over coming papal 
elections. 

“NOW, GENTLEPERSONS, you say, “How 
the hell can we get Joe Bernardin into the College of 
Cardinals?’ I will tell you how we get him in. We get 
him to become. archbishop of Chicago...we get rid 
of John Patrick Cody,’’ Greeley is alleged to have 
said into his tape recorder. 

‘‘And how do we do that?’’ the Chicago Lawyer 
Greeley tapes ask. Greeley allegedly says: ‘“We turn 
an investigative reporter loose on the archdiocese of 
Chicago, a really good one, mind you, maybe some 
son-of-a-bitch from out of town, and tell him to blow 
the Chicago thing wide open...how’s that for a 
clever idea, co-conspirators?”’ 

Both Cardinal Cody and the Chicago archdioces® 
have denied the truth of the allegations printed by 
the Chicago Sun-Times, and many of the. city’s 
Catholics have been rallying to the ee 13 “years -old 
prelate’s defense.

Jamaican reggae blends outrage and joy

TORONTO (NC) — Reggae music combines a 


hypnotic, ‘‘rock-steady’’ beat with lyrics 
proclaiming the need for justice for the poor. While 
the music is danceable, its lyrics are often serious 
political and religious statements against Jamaica’s 


poverty and ‘‘downpressed’’ conditions, to use the . 


island’s English dialect term. 

The reggae insights belong to Jamaican Jesuit 
Father Richard Ho Lung, who has written several 
reggae hits in Jamaica. 

REGGAE ‘‘HAS grown out of the soul of the 
Jamaican who understands the sacredness of human 


life and the presence of the divine within man, hes 


said. 


. There is ‘‘a sense of outrage that our lives have 
been devalued by an intrusive culture and an 
organized business world that rips people off,’’ said 
Father Ho Lung. ‘‘We call it pressure music. It’s a 
way of getting to our deep, deep, inner anger.”” _ 


Besides venting anger, reggae music expresses 
ample amounts of joy and wonder. . 


‘“‘THE MUSIC is almost a kind of defiance of 
self-pity. The more you confront sorrow, the more 
-you want to celebrate,’’ said Father Ho Lung. 

‘Any poor person in Jamaica, even when he has 
nothing else, can say: “This is beautiful, no matter 
how small it is.’ A little flower, a piece of bread; or 


just waking up in the morning and breathing — 


seeing the mountains,’’ he added. 
Father Ho Lung said he uses the eet i song 


forms of his homeland to express his religious joy’ 


and anger because ‘‘the sacred and the secular are 
connected.”’ 


‘“‘THE CHURCH needs to spill out into the 
streets and bless life as it is. And at the same time, 
the people need to bring their secular lives into 
God’s life,’’ the Jesuit said. :

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Amendment proposed to ban abortions

WASHINGTON (NC)—A major new 
constitutional amendment on abortion introduced by 

Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) has created a new 
controversy for the pro-life movement. 

-Hatch’s amendment, which would give Congress 
and the states the power to regulate abortions, was 
immediately attacked by a coalition of pro-life groups 
that said it wanted nothing less than a full human 
life amendment. : 

BUT IT also was immediately welcomed by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, which 
called Hatch’s amendment ‘‘a significant opportunity 
to restore legal protection to unborn human life.’’ 

Hatch himself admitted that his proposal would fall 
short of a ‘‘direct constitutional prohibition on 
abortion.’’ But he urged support for the measure, 
saying it would reverse the Supreme Court’s 1973 
décision on abortion and would not preclude a 
broader abortion amendment in the future, 

Opponents of Hatch’s amendment likened it to a 
‘‘states’ rights’’ approach on abortion, in which states 
would be given the power but would not be required 


U.S. bishops ask end

WASHINGTON (NC)—The_ ongoing 
controversy about U.S. policy toward El Salvador 
was brought sharply into focus when during the week 
E] Salvador’s top government leader backed the U.S. 
position while the Senate voted tough restrictions on 
the Reagan administration’s aid proposals. 

The events showed that the human rights record of 
the Salvadoran government continues to be a key 
problem for supporters of the ruling civilian-military 
junta. 

THE SENATE vote came after Dominican Bishop 
Thomas C. Kelly, general secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, sent a letter to Senate members 
reiterating the U.S. bishops’ ‘‘repeated requests’’ for 
an end to military aid to the combatting forces in El 
Salvador from all foreign sources. 

The activities took place at a time when Reagan 
administration officials said public support in the 
United States is lukewarm toward the Salvadoran 
government. In an effort to enchance public support 
Jose Napoleon Duarte, president of El Salvador’s 
junta, left for the United States Sept. 18 for a 10-day 
Visit. 

In a series of press interviews and public statements 
Duarte asked Americans to pray for his war-torn 


Former Episcopal priest 
ordained by Card.

NEW YORK (NC) — Father George Rutler, an 
unmarried former Episcopal priest, was ordained a 
Roman Catholic priest by Cardinal Terence Cooke of 
New York in St. Patrick Cathedral. 

Father Rutler, as an unmarried man, did not come 
under the special cases now pending of married 
Episcopal clergymen entering the Catholic 
priesthood. 

IN 1980 the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops announced it was developing provisions for 
ordaining married Episcopal clergymen to the 
Roman Catholic priesthood.

WASHINGTON (NC)— The Shroud of Turin is 
authentic and points to the death and resurrection of 
Christ, according to two researchers who have studied 
the shroud, believed to be Christ’s burial cloth. 


In Verdict on the Shroud, subtitlted Evidence for the 
Death and Resurrection of Jesus Christ, researchers 
Kenneth E. Stevenson and the Rev. Gary R. 
Habermas compared the scientific, archeological and 
biblical data on the shroud and Christ’s crucifixion 
and resurrection and determined: ‘‘Thus the facts 
point strongly to the two conclusions that the shroud 
is an actual archeological artifact and that it is Jesus’ 
burial garment.”’ 

THE SHROUD shows the full image of a man 
who appears to have been crucified. Among other 
details it reveals what seem to be bloodstains, wounds 
from nails, marks of beatings or scourging, and 
intact, unbroken legs. (The Romans usually broke the 
legs of crucifixion victims but, according to the 
Gospels, Jesus’ legs were not broken.) Initial scientific 
testing indicated that the shroud is about 2,000 years 
old and probably came from the Middle East, but 
conclusive tests to determine its age have not been 
performed. : 

Stevenson was a member and _ temporary 
spokesman for the Shroud of Turin research project, 
the team of scientists who have conducted extensive 
tests on the shroud and are still analyzing the data. 


‘“‘THE SCIENTISTS on the investigating team are 
unanimous in concluding that the shroud is an actual 
archeological artifact,’’ stated the authors of Verdict. 
Stevenson and Mr. Habermas cited the ‘‘exact 
anatomical and pathological data’’ on the shroud 
indicating it held the body of a man crucified in the 
manner coinciding with the New Testament narrative 
of Jesus’ crucifixion. They also discussed the 
unlikelihood that the shroud, with its details and 
scorch-like image, could have been faked by painters 
or anyone else. 

The information gleaned from the shroud backs up 
the biblical account of Jesus’ death and scientific 
probability indicates it is highly unlikely any other 
person was crucified in Palestine at the same time as 
Jesus was, in the same exact manner, the authors 
wrote. 

‘‘This leads to high probability that Jesus of 
Nazareth and the man buried in the shroud are the 
same person,’ the authors stated. 


THE SHROUD contains no signs of 
decomposition by the dead body or of blood smears 
which would have resulted from unwrapping the cloth 
from the body in the usual manner, Stevenson and 
Mr. Habermas said. 

‘“‘Then we find that Jesus’ dead body most 
probably produced a heat or light scorch. These 
points, plus the close correspondence to the Gospels 
and to history on these and related issues, all argue 
strongly for Jesus’ resurrection,’’ they stated. 
‘‘Although proof is not available here, a very 
probably case for Jesus’ resurrection has been 
provided.’’ 

Despite their claims, the authors also added that 
“the conclusion reached in this book is a cautious 
one. Although the shroud may somehow still turn out 
to be inauthentic, we must decide on the evidence 
before us. This evidence indicates that it is very 
probably the actual burial garment of Jesus, an object 
which gives insights into Jesus’ physical death and 
scientific evidence for His resurrection.”’ 


Court overrules ex-priest 


RICHMOND, Va. (NC)—A federal appeals 
court has held that a married former Catholic priest is 
not entitled to help from the courts in fighting the 
celibacy requirement for ordained priests in the 
Catholic Church. 

The former priest, Joseph T. Sere of Alexandria, 
Va., sued Bishop Thomas Welsh of Arlington, Va., 


after being denied permission to return to the active 


priesthood. He is married and has one child. 


U.S. DISTRICT Judge Albert V. Bryan Jr. of 


Alexandria had dismissed the suit. 


Sere, who represented himself, contended that the 
court should step in because the issue affects the 
public order.

IN THE FORWARD of the book, another shroud 
analyst, Lawrence Schwalbe of the Los Alamos 
National Scientific Laboratory where a number of 
tests are being conducted, said that the debates over 
whether the shroud was Jesus’ burial cloth ‘‘are likely 
to continue, for science has not yet and perhaps never 
will provide the answer.”’ 


Pius XII kept silence 
to save hidden Jews 


LONDON (NC)—A British Catholic historian 
says Pope Pius XII withheld condemnation of Nazi 
atrocities during World War II because he did not 
want to jeopardize the lives of thousands of Jews 
hidden by the Vatican. 

A defense of Pope Pius’ actions is contained in a 
newly published book, The Papacy in the Modern World, 
by Father J. Derek Holmes, history professor at 
Ushaw College, Britian’s largest Catholic seminary. 

THE POPE’S ‘‘own work on behalf of the Jews 
might have been endangered by a_ public 
denunciation of the Nazis, even though such a 
denunciation might have justifed the moral 
repudiation,’” writes Father Holmes. 

‘‘More than half the Jews in Rome were being 
sheltered in ecclesiastical buildings that had been 
opened to them precisely on the instructions of the 
pope himself,’’ he adds. 

As many as 30,000 Jews were saved in Italy as a 
result of help given by ‘‘righteous Gentiles,’’ he 
writes. 


THE AUTHOR also says that Ernst von 
Weizsacker, German ambassador to the Vatican 
during the war, tried to persuade the Vatican to avoid 
words or actions that would irritate the Nazis because 
he believed they planned to kidnap the pope before 
the Allies reached Rome. 


Von Weizsacker protected the pope by concealing

the pontiff’s anti-Nazi views from his German 
superiors and by telling German authorities that the 
pope was sympathetic to the German opposition to 
communism, says Father Holmes. 


‘‘Judging from the pope’s correspondence with the 
German bishops, fears of reprisals would seem to 
have dominated his attitude toward the fate of the 
Jews in Germany. He was certainly well-informed 
and there is a suggestion of total helplessness in his 
letters in the face of such incredible evil,’’ adds the 
priest.

Film’s Catholic angle lacks sensitivity

NEW YORK (NC) — True Confessions (United 
Artists) is well titled. It’s the stuff of pulp fiction 
and, though its lack of pretension may be to its 
credit, it unfortunately lacks the kind of dramatic 
punch that pulp fiction must deliver. 

The time is the late 40s and the plot, which bears 
some remarkable similarities to Robert Aldrich’s 
Hustle of a few years back, centers around the efforts 
of a tough Los Angeles police sergeant, Tom 
Spellacy (Robert~Duvall), to find the killer of a 
young prostitute murdered in spectacularly grisly 
fashion. This is the kind of movie that likes to linger 
over sordid details, here getting an extra measure of 
titillation from them by laying on a heavy dose of 
Catholic atmosphere. 

FOR, AS IT HAPPENS, the sergeant’s brother 
is Msgr. Desmond Spellacy (Robert DeNiro, who

looks even less Irish here than he looked Jewish in 
The Last Tycoon), an up-and-coming young 
monsignor, the right-hand-man of the cardinal 
himself. 

Tom Spellacy eventually links the murdered 
woman to a prominent Catholic layman named 
Amsterdam (Charles Durning) whom his brother 
has been closely associated with in the allotting of 
lucrative building contracts for diocesan projects. To 
make matters worse, the monsignor himself is 
linked, although innocently, to the dead prostitute, 
who seems to have devoted most of her brief career 
to prominent Catholic laymen. 

If the sergeant proceeds ‘against Amsterdam, it 
will mean that his brother’s ecclesiastical rise will be 
cut short. And it’s more than disinterested duty that 
propels Tom Spellacy. He loathes Amsterdam for 
his prestige and respectability and he feels excluded 
from his brother’s world. 


TRUE CONFESSIONS’ centerpiece is a pair of - 


fine performances by DeNiro and Duvall. All of this 
good acting, however, is in the service of a mediocre 
script by John Gregory Dunne (who wrote the novel 
upon which it is based) and his wife, Joan Didion. 


Christophers mark 30th 


NEW YORK (NC) — It was just at the end of 
World War II when the word went out in 1945 to 
American Catholics: ‘‘Better to light one candle 
than curse the darkness.’’ 

The 3,000-year-old Chinese proverb chosen by 
the late Father James Keller, author of You Can 
Change the World, became the slogan for the 
Christopher movement and is still very much a part 
of its philosophy. The movement marks 30 years on 
television with a Christopher Closeup program on Oct. 
8 to be carried on 77 commercial stations in the 
United States, including KGTV, Channel 10, at 
5:55 a.m. 

ACCORDING TO ITS director, Father John 
Catoir, 50, the program will be one of reminiscence. 
But the format will be switched. ‘ 

Actress Ann Blyth, who was among other film 
luminaries such as Irene Dunne, William Holden, 
and Paul Douglas on the original 1951 shows, this 
time will do some of the interviewing of Father 
Catoir and Jeanne Glynn, the program’s co-hosts.

The tenor of the film, directed by Ulu Grosbard, is 
essentially sympathetic toward things Catholic, but 
it’s a shallow, perhaps condescending, sort of 
sympathy. And though the Dunnes do a passable job 
with characterization, they show little concern for 
the demands of credibility, even the modest ones in 
force in this kind of movie. 

Would, for example, a man whose business 
depends upon an untarnished reputation jot down 
on company stationery a friendly little note recom- 
mending a prostitute to a maker of pornographic 
movies? 


-There are at least two slip-ups in the Catholic 
area. DeNiro tells an altar boy not to put so much 
wine in the chalice next time when, of course, the 
priest himself is the one who pours. the wine. Nor 
would even a cardinal in 1948 be able to remove a 
troublesome monsignor with the ease shown here — 
if indeed he could manage it at all. 


TRUE CONFESSIONS has its moments, but it’s 
only moderately entertaining. Because of its 
relentless concentration upon the seamy side of 
things — alot of time spent in brothels and well- 
stocked morgues, some glimpses of a pornographic 
film in which the murdered woman appears’— and 
because of its not especially sensitive exploitation of 
its Catholic aspect, the U.S. Catholic Conference 
has classified it A-IV — morally unobjectionable for 
with reservations. The Motion Picture 
Association of America has rated it R — restricted. 


Can’t kill rumor 


Southern Cross continues to receive letters 
protesting a non-existent proposal to ban relig- 
ious broadcasts. Recently the National 
Catholic News Service in Washington reported 
that more than 8,000,000 Americans have been 
duped into writing in response to this unsub- 
stantiated rumor on religious broadcasting. 


This unprecedented letter-writingscampaign 


apparently can be traced to a petition filed with 
the FCC in 1974 asking that agency to freeze 
construction permits on all applications by 
religious groups and other sectarian schools, 
colleges, and universities for: non commercial, 
reserved educational FM and TV channels. 
The petition has long since been denied by the 
FCC. No one knows who’s keeping the rumor 
alive nor why Catholics are responding to it 
with such vigor.
